Dear Randy, 


We are asking clubs, individuals and Industry to make a tax-deductible contribution toward a 
reprinting of Archie comics. When hams do Amateur Radio demos to kids, they're much more 
comfortable if they have comics to give to the kids--and so much more demos are done. When 
teachers aren't real familiar with ham radio, they use the comic to help explain the hobby. We know 
that between the Technician License, the Shuttle Amateur Radio Experiment program, teachers 
who use ham radio in school, and the comics, we're gaining more young hams. Look at FCC 
statistics on licensees under ages 21--each month the number increases anywhere from 300 to 
700-- a phenomena we've only noticed since 1990. Slowly, but surely, the average age of hams 
is going down. 


Aminimum print-run of comics is 100,000; this costs around $19,000. (Jazzier comics, or changing 
the present story line, costs more.) Each year, we ship about 50,000 comics to hams who do 
demos to youth--and we have completely run out of the comics. Kids like the comic, and because 
of the expense, hams are told to give the comics only to kids o have that sparkle in their eyes when 
they hear about ham radio, or look like they'll take time to read it. There is a stapled-in, postage- 
paid card that brings the kids a booklet about ham radio, including a list of clubs, classes and 
examiners in their area. A sheet, which lists companies and clubs that contribute toward a 
reprinting, accompanies all packages of comics that are shipped from ARRL. 


Please ask your club to consider giving $50, $100, $250 or what your members can afford. Checks 
should be accompanied by a note that says “For the next reprint of Archie comics,” and lists the 
official club name. It’s for the future good of our great hobby!
